Hospital with a seven-day history 
of high fever, headache, muscle 
pains, and a five-day-old rash 

What could be done for him? A 
drug called PABA (paramino 
benzoic acid) has been of some use, 
but usually it must be given be- 
for the seventh day. Even then, 
while PABA has helped reduce the 
usual 10 percent death rate, it takes 
six days to reduce the fever, and an 
average of 12 days in the hospital. 
And it fails in almost one out of 
five tries to prevent severe compli- 
cations such as pneumonia and in- 
fection of the heart muscle. Often, 
too, PABA has to be stopped be- 
cause it damages the liver 

The North Carolina boy was 
given an aureomycin capsule once 
every six hours for four days. On 
the second day, he had already 
vastly improved. On the third, his 
rash had disappeared. One week 
after admission, he was well 

In a whole group of patients, 
treated at leading hospitals in 
Washington, D. C., Arlington, 
Virginia, and Cheverly and Balti- 
more, Maryland, aureomycin 
knocked out the fever in an aver- 
age of 214 days even when treat- 
ment couldn’t be begun unul the 
eighth day.

to be caused by viruses, no way 
has yet been found to isolate and 
definitely identify the agent that 
causes it. Researchers know it can’t 
be bacterial because it — slips 
through filters that ordinarily 
catch bacteria. It must, therefore, 
be smaller and could be a virus 
But cautious medical men take 
nothing for granted 

There’s hardly been time to test 
aureomycin thoroughly on other 
diseases believed to be virus-caused. 
However, five doctors recently re- 
ported in the Journal uf the American

venereal virus disease called lvm- 
phogranuloma venereum. Eight 
cases were particularly spectacular. 
The victims had greatly enlarged 
and tender glands in the groin 
The tenderness was gone and the 
glands were back to normal size 
in just four days of treatment 
‘an event,” the doctors declared, 
“which in our experience over 24 
years with several hundred cases 
has never occured spontaneously 
within so short a time.” 

Here and there in the short time 
the drug has been available for 
general use, an individual doctor 
has tried it in a case or two of other 
virus diseases. One used it on his 
own wife who was in agony from 
shingles, a virus disease. In 12 
hours, she was free of pain; in 24,

her skin lesions began to dry up. 

But it takes more than a single 
successful case, or even a few such 
cases, to warrant real hope. If your 
doctor isn’t prepared, right now, to 
prescribe aureomycin as a sure 
cure for all virus diseases, don’t be 
surprised. Much more testing re- 
mains to be done and it should be 
emphasized that, so far as is known, 
no tests have yet been made on 
polio and work on colds is only 
get,ing under way. The drug is 
still scarce in amount and must be 
used for serious conditions only un- 
til a greater supply is available. 


Bu there are still other reasons 
for immediate enthusiasm. The 
new drug has produced no bad re- 
actions. While some nausea has 
been reported, this can be readily’ 
controlled. And wherever used, 
even in 3-year-olds, for periods as 
long as 20 days, careful tests have 
revealed no urinary impairment, 
no jaundice or liver damage, no 
anemia. There have been no rash, 
hives, drug fever, vertigo. 

Because of this, patients who 
can’t tolerate penicillin, strepto- 
mycin, or sulfa drugs have been 
able to take aureomycin and be 
cured. There was, for example, 
the patient with subacute bacte- 
rial endocarditis (inflammation of 
the lining of the heart). Penicillin 
seemed to be doing a good job. 
Then came the toxic reactions: 
fever, hives, and arthritic symp- 
toms so severe that the treatment 
had to be stopped. Aureomycin 
stepped in and, without penalty, is 
combating the disease. 

Germs which aureomycin attacks 
have, so far, developed no resist- 
ance to it. Deliberate and repeated 
attempts to make them resistant 
have failed. That’s important be- 
cause an increasing tendency for 
germs to develop resistance to 
penicillin and other “wonder” 
drugs has been noted. 

Notorious for developing resist- 
ance to penicillin, for instance, are 
the staphylococcus germs which 
commonly cause septicemia (blood 
poisoning) and osteomyelitis (bone 
inflammation) in children. Aureo 
has knocked them out. 

Recently, two doctors at the 
College of Physicians and Sur- 
of Columbia University 
reported on 100 cases of eye infec- 
tions in which aureomycin, in solu- 
tion form, was used. Many patients 
healed completely within the first 
12 to 24 hours. Several were doc- 
tors with pink eye, who had come 
to think no drug would help them. 

Aureomycin was discovered just 
two years ago by Dr. Benjamin M. 
Duggar, a 75-year-old microbiolo- 
gist of Lederle Laboratories. Like 
penicillin and streptomycin, it was 
found in a mold. 

lo find it, Duggar worked pa- 
tiently over 600 soil samples gath- 
ered from all over the United 
States—samples of plain agricul- 
tural soil, of swamp muck, delta 
silt, clay, humus. From each sam- 
ple, molds were grown, tested 
against germ cultures and, if prom- 
ising, tested further for toxic

What's the 
lome-linancing 
picture today?

The answer, briefly, is that there 
is no shortage of money for home- 
financing. But you can expect in- 
terest rates to rise this year, perhaps 
15 of 1 percent, and your applica- 
tion for a loan will be inspected 
more critically than similar requests 
made a year ago, or two years ago. 

The current situation is this: 
Lending agencies have loaned mil- 


lions of dollars at a fixed rate of 


interest—much of it on a long- 
term basis. At the same time, 
prices are rising. That means that 
the lending agencies’ income from 
interest is being kept stable, while 
their cost of doing business is con- 
tinuing to increase. 

Ihree results are expected from 
this: 

1. Property will be more care- 
fully appraised, in contrast to the 
immediate past, when too many 
houses were optimistically valued. 

2. Your background will be ex- 
examined very closely: Lending 
agencies want to be sure you are 
both willing and able to meet the 
terms of your agreement. In fact. 
some lenders are examining appli- 
cants so closely they regard the 
house mortgaged more as collater- 
al than as security for the loan. 

3. Interest rates probably will 
increase in the near future; they're 
rising now in some regions. Many 
lenders describe loans at 4 percent 
as a thing of the past, with a few 


exceptions. Although loans are be- 
ing made at 414 percent, they are 
carefully screened, and increasing 
emphasis is being placed on federal 
mortgage insurance for loans car- 
rving that interest rate. In some 
areas, at least, an increase to 5 per- 
cent interest is expected. Spokes- 
men for lending agencies empha- 
size that higher interest rates will 
take mortgage loans out of compe- 
tition with less troublesome invest- 
ments, such as bonds, and make 
them more attractive.

When baby switches to a cup 


Even if you’re ready to throw away his bottles or 


eall it a day with breast-feeding, maybe your 


baby isn’t. Here’s how you can help him like it 


By Ann Usher 


a vour baby to milk from a cup 
should start as a game. And this experience 
should come long before you expect him to make 
the complete change-over from bottle or breast 
to cup. 

The time when vour baby will be ready to 
adopt the grownup method of taking liquids de- 
pends on his own inclinations. Weaning should 
never be forced. 

Sut milk in a cup need not come as a total sur- 
prise at weaning time. [f you wait until your 
baby is 9 or 10 months old to introduce him to a 
cup, he’s likely to reject the whole idea indig- 
nantly. 

At 5 months, when he’s inclined to take a try 
at anything you offer him, let him know that 
milk does not come exclusively from His beloved 
bottle or from Mother. 

One sip from a tiny cup or narrow-mouthed 
glass offered occasionally is enough to start 


with. You’re not trying to wean him. Baby 


needs the satisfaction of sucking until he indi- 
cates willingness to give it up. 

In the meantime, he’s learning to master 
drinking from a cup by having his fruit juices 
and water that way. However, the fact that he'll 
drink juices from a cup doesn’t guarantee that 
hell accept milk in the same fashion later on. 
He should get used to occasional sips of milk 
while he is learning the process. 


When your breast- or bottle-fed baby begins 
to show impatience at being held in your arms 
to nurse, start increasing the number of sips of 
milk from the cup and cut down the bottle or 
breast milk accordingly. Continue doing this 
until you can eliminate his bottle or nursing en- 
tirely at one meal—usually at noontime. How- 
ever, if he likes his lunch bottle but shows little 
interest in nursing at another time, cut out the 
one he doesn’t care about.

New product deadlier than DDT 


Perhaps not this year, but next, an amazing new in- 
secticide will go on sale for use in home gardens. 
This is parathion, which as a pest killer is 125 times as 
toxic as the older ‘“‘wonder insecticide’? DDT. Mealy 
bugs, sow bugs, redspider-mites, practically all other 
mites, aphids, leaf rollers, cockroaches—in fact every 
known economic insect seems to be quickly killed by 
parathion. Two exceptions are the hard forms of scale 
(it kills soft forms) and the common slug. 

So far, health authorities have been reluctant to re- 
lease it to home gardeners until safe methods of han- 
dling have been worked out. For the time, parathion 
is being sold to greenhouse operators and orchardists 
accustomed to handling poisonous materials. But by 
next year I hope all of us can be using compounds of it 


safely by donning simple dust masks or respirators. 


Like a florist’s spray 


There’s a new w rose coming on the market that 
grows exactly a florist arranged it. Bred by 
Dr. L. E. Longley of the University of Minnesota, 
it is very hardy and makes a strong horizontal growth. 
Its a beautiful thing, better than any creeper I've 
seen to date, including the very excellent Creeping 
Everbloom of Brownell’s. This new one looks as 
though you'd studded a deep green background with 
white gardenias. Though it can be trained as a pillar, 
it does not bloom so freely in that form. Doctor Lone- 
ley has turned all stock over to a Minnesota nursery- 


man for propagating and distribution. 


Pelleted seeds suffer in dry soil 


They suffer more than non-pelleted seeds do. This re- 
cently determined fact explains the conflicting reports 
by early users so enthusiastic over the convenience of 
handling coated seeds. Pelleted seeds are seeds coated 
with a material containing plant food, hormones, and 
fungus killers. Tomatoes are the most successful, let- 


tucé the least successful when pelleted. 


Squash resists 


Three years of observation have convinced me that 
the vines of the Butternut Squash are for all practical 
purposes borer-proof. I have never seen a borer in a 
Butternut vine, even when the vines of other squash 
varieties in nearby tests were heavily infested. Besides 
being resistant to borers, Butternut bears heavily. 
And on quality, is, or comes close to being, the best 
squash in the world. A rival in northern gardens is 
the Minnesota-bred Buttercup of which Greengold is 
a fine new strain.

Each state was to re- 
ceive $5 a year for each child between 5 and 17: and the 
rest —about $250,000,000—was to go largely to the below- 
standard schools of the poorer states. 

But the House did not act. In January this vear the 
legislation was re-introduced. President’ Truman de- 
manded its enactment, 

Two other pieces of school legislation have been readied 
for Congress. One would set up college scholarships, the 
other provide federal money for constructing grade and 
high schools. possibly for college buildings.

The federal government must not be permitted to enter 
directly into the management of our educational system 
If there were no other way of achieving equality of educa 
tional opportunity, I would rather forego equality than to 
attain it at such a price.

Contrast in shapes add extra punch 


Challenging as a bugle call is this trio of hardy, long-lasting 
perennials showiest from late June until well into August. 
The triple-decked yellow daisies are formally listed as Heli- 
opsis Summer Gold. The clustered spires belong to Lythrum 
Morden Pink, with delphiniums at left rear. Snip off spent 
flowers, and you'll keep new buds coming on for weeks. 
Plants of all three can be divided after they’ve taken on size. 
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Blended colors need contrast in height 


The whimsical cup-and-saucer flowers of Canterburybells 
get a smile from everyone. If you’re lucky enough to have 
plants, or can get them, space them 15 inches apart in a 
sizable group where your bluest delphiniums can soar rock- 
etlike above them. Prompt removal of each faded flower 
with thumbnail and forefinger will keep an opal-colored 
mass of these handsome bells good-looking for a month.

Pink Double-flowering Plum. This showy 4-to 8-foot shrub quite 
covers itself in tulip time with soft light-pink blooms shaped like 
tiny roses. Needs full sun. Can be grown as a small tree, with 
early blue flowers crowded close beneath. Maintain only the 
original stem, no sprouts. 

Daphne Somerset. Low, sweet, and early is the show made by 
this daphne’s load of small light-pink flowers. The rest of the 
year it somewhat resembles low boxwood in its outlines. In- 
clined to be evergreen. Fine for massing below windows, it’s a 
shrub that goes well with houses of both traditional and

a Greeley wasn’t necessarily thinking of your family 
when he said, “Go west.” But few suggestions offered since will 
be more helpful when you ask yourselves, ‘Where shall we spend 
our vacation this year?” If you have ever visited any part of the vast 
scenic wonderland of which the Rockies are the backbone, you 
will want to see more of it. And if the Rockies are new to you, any 
one of the three trips I’m suggesting will prove as memorable a 
vacation as your family’s ever had. 


Northern Rockies 


The northern trip covers much of the more rugged areas in the 
Rockies. You are on top of the world in Colorado; at the Tetons 
you feast on some of the most spectacular mountain scenery on 
earth; Yellowstone packs more unbelievable phenomena into 
2,213,000 acres than any known area of equal size; Glacier is 
carved from solid rock on a scale so massive it’s hard to believe; 
Mt. Rushmore will give you an emotional lift you'll never forget. 


Central Rockies 

This trip’s set up so you can spend a maximum of time in Rocky 
Mountain National Park. It allows you time for unhurried sight- 
seeing, hiking, and plain loafing which you'll find as invigorating 
nowhere as in the high country of the Central Rockies. The rest 
of it is just sight-seeing of the sort that leaves you breathless. 
Southern Rockies 

No other 2,000-mile trip contains as much variety and as great 
scenic contrasts as this one. You pierce the heart of the Rockies, 
see Great Salt Lake, the fairyland that is Bryce, the tremendous 
rock walls of Zion, the earth’s most spectacular gash at Grand

When to go 


All high mountain passes on these routes are normally open by 
June 15 and until around October 1. If you like plenty of snow, go 
in late June. Avoid Rocky Mountain National Park and Yellow- 
stone on holidays. Accommodations are too difficult to find. 


How to get there 

Each of the three trips is planned for an average family, 
traveling by car. However, all of the major points of interest can 
be reached by rail, air, or bus or some combination of them. 
Regular tours are conducted through western national parks. If 
you do drive, you can estimate how long it will take to reach 
Colorado Springs (starting point for all three trips) by figuring 
400 miles a day. All roads on main routes are hard-surfaced. 
The mountain roads are wide, with moderate grades, and safe. 


Where to stay 


Motor courts and motels are plentiful. Hotels and lodges are 
generally good, especially in the national parks. The daily sched- 
ules stop you where facilities are ample and dependable, but you 
should plan to reach each day’s destination an hour before dark. 
If you want to make advance reservations or to know something 
about a place before you stop, take along a hotel or motor-court 
directory. For information on national parks there is a check 
list in the February issue of Better Homes & Gardens. 


What will it cost? 


Allow 3 cents per mile for your oil and gas. Lodging for two 
will run from $3.50 to $6 per night; for four, $5 to $8. Meals per 
person per day $3 (a little less for children). Incidentals $3 per 
day per party. Two people can make any one of the trips from 
Colorado Springs for $250; a party of four should get by under 
$350. Of course, you have to add on what it costs you to reach 
the Rockies from your home and to return.

S, lar heating isn’t new. Inhabitants of Trinidad and the 
Caribbean islands have used the sun for heating for centu- 
ries. But the problems of using the sun to heat your home 
more complex in northern climates. 
lo prove that the problems can be solved, Architect 
Ralph Myers designed and built a solar home for his family 
in Kansas City, Kansas. And in designing it, Mr. Myers not 


only had to provide a solution to solar heating, but answer 
demands a housewife makes of her home. 
Here is the story of that home—told by Mr. Myers from 
the viewpoint of the architect, by Mrs. Myers (page 258) 
from the standpoint of a housewife living in a, solar house. 


Mr. Myers: ““We started with a sheet of paper, and I made 
Mrs. Myers write down her needs, so she couldn’t change 
her mind in the middle of the work: plenty of closet space, 
all rooms on one floor, a fully mechanized kitchen, modern 
in design but also in the general character of the neighbor- 
hood, which is a village of Cape Cod houses, all as alike as a 
pan of biscuits. 

“We have a solar house. One-third of our heat comes 
from the sun. We placed the house with its back (street side) 
to the north wind, and with the living room looking into 
the southern sky. 

“The street side is conventional. I placed the awning- 
type windows high; they let warm air out easily, keep out 
rain, give us privacy, and don’t take up wall space inside the 
house. Siding is royal-size shingles, and I used ordinary V- 
grooved siding for the upper part of the walls. Low planting 
ties the house to the lawn, and a permanent window box 
under the north windows gives a colorful touch to the en- 
trance. The front door gives a double effect, but only the 
wood door opens. The ribbed glass is stationary, and adds 
light to the living room. 

‘Compared with the front of the house, a straight-on 
view of the southern exposure is quite a surprise. Here’s 
where the solar unit is installed in our double-ceilinged liv- 
ing room. We both wanted plenty of sun, and I saw no 
reason why I couldn’t use the sun to do part of the heating 
in winter. We have a furnace, but on clear winter days it 
idles, though the temperature is near zero outdoors. 

“The large south window is divided into two sections. 
The lower portion is shaded by a horizontal slat-type shade 
designed to keep sun off glass in summer and to let it come 
through the glass in winter.

Gone is the false idea that your rug or carpet binds you to 

e color scheme. We prove to you here that there’s new life 
for that rug or carpet of yours, and a brilliant future for 
any rug or carpeting you plan to buy. 

On the following pages are shown four rugs and carpets 
that are in many homes today. For each carpet or rug we 
show two schemes that are built up from the floor cover- 
ing. Note what has been done in these rooms. You'll find 
the same furnishings with each carpet, but your marked 
difference in each room is the color scheme. You'll 
hardly believe they are the same rooms. 

You'll find it fascinating to trace color schemes in 
relation to the rug or carpet in each room. You'll find it 
helpful to study the interplay of harmonizing colors, and 
note the use of such simple things as a bright bouquet, a 
bowl of fruit, or a cushion as color accents. Such details 
are the finishing touches to your whole color scheme. 


Tnstead of feeling bound to one scheme, you'll find a 
number of color schemes suggesting themselves. It will 
come home to you that with a little imagination you can 
have totally different, limitless color schemes as the old 
ones wear out, get drab, or boring. 

You can refresh your whole room—and discover new 
life in your rug or carpet—by a change of color in walls, 
upholstery, lamps, and accessories. For example, you can 
plan a contrasting color scheme, as shown in the upper 
picture on the opposite page, or a soft, blending color 

me, as shown in the lower picture opposite. 

Flower-patterned carpets that you might have felt 
restricted you to one plan give you freedom to work a 
wide variety of color schemes by picking up different 
colors from the carpet design, as in the room on page 55, 
with its two totally different color schemes. 


To put you carpet-wise: In size, the floor area is second 
only to the wall area of your rooms, so decide carefully if 
you want to live with a gay pattern underfoot and plain 
valls, or the other way around. For example, compare 
the treatment used with patterned carpeting, on page 55, 
with the other rooms on these pages. 

Plain carpeting makes any room look larger and less 
busy. With plain carpeting you can choose the boldest 
wallpaper, draperies, and upholstery, and switch patterns 


A tone-on-tone rug (has several shades of the same color) 
is practical for homemakers with growing families be- 
cause it doesn’t show tracking. And because of its play on 
one color, such a rug allows great liberty in color-schem- 
ing. For example, reds and greens are used here against 
a neutral wall. Patterns in curtains and wing chair har- 
monize in coloring, their different designs giving in- 
formality to the room.

From the same rug comes this scheme in brown and 
yellow used with the maple furnishings against a yellow 
wall. The bay-window wall is made an important feature 
of the room by painting it in a contrasting color. A throw 
rug under the coffee table is a practical idea to save wear 
in this much-used spot and to accent the grouping. Both 
these rooms have personality and a lived-in look without 
being cluttered.

A figured rug or carpet makes a handsome cue for solid- 
colored draperies and upholstery. You’ll find this illus- 
trated on page 55. Many-colored patterns—in Oriental 
rugs, Victorian florals, and the new huge-figured rugs— 
will restrict you to plain and simple stripes in the rest of 
the room. 

A self-tone carpet—a pattern made of two or more shades 
of the same color—gives you freedom in decorating with 
figured fabrics. 

Textured and sculptured carpets allow as much freedom in 
the choice of drapery and upholstery patterns as plain 
carpets.

Protect net or filmy lace cur- 
tains in washing machine by 
putting each panel into a 
pillowcase and basting top of 
case shut. If you are going to 
dry curtain on a stretcher, 
baste a strip of cheesecloth or 
muslin around edge of curtain 
before tucking into pillow- 
case. Then you can fasten pins 
of stretcher into the cloth strip 
so pins won't catch the curtain 


Or baste curtains to a sheet. 
This takes more time but allows 
free motion in the washing 
machine. If you have a curtain 
stretcher, fasten the pins into 
the sheet so you won't tear the 
fragile curtain. If you have no 
curtain stretcher, spread the 
curtain and sheet on terry-cloth 
towels to dry; the sheet will 
act as a guide for shaping 
and straightening the curtain 


There's a special dye you can 
buy to pep up the ecru tone of 
curtains. Dissolve the dye ina 
saucepan of boiling water, 
add it to the last rinse water, 
and stir thoroughly. Add cur- 
tains, and swish them about in 
dye solution until they are the 
desired tint. Washing-machine 
action assures even tinting 


Put curtains through wringer 
in straight lengthwise folds 
so they won't pull out of 
shape. When drying curtains 
on line, hang with generous 
overlap so corners won't be 
pulled by clothespins. Roll 
rayon curtains in a terry-cloth 
towel and iron them on wrong 
side while still slightly damp

To wash shower curtains—spread curtain flat, sponge a small area 
with warm suds, wipe with damp cloth, and dry with soft absorbent 
cloth. Or dip entire curtain into wash and rinse waters (but don't 
twist or wring the curtain).

How to iron curtains 


If you have an ironer, you'll 
be able to do ruffled curtains 
on it expertly. First, iron the 
casing top by running it along 
the edge of the ironer shoe. To 
iron the ruffles, roll the round- 
ed edge of the ironer shoe in- 
to the gathers, release, and re- 
peat. See photograph at right 


Fringe trimming on curtains 
or draperies may be straight- 
ened by brushing it with a 
clean whisk broom after it's 
washed. Don't run the fringed 
curtain through the wringer; it 
will flatten and tangle the 
fringe. When you are making 
or buying fringed curtains or 
washable draperies, be certain 
that the trim is color-fast 
Otherwise it's necessary to rip 
the trim off and wash it sep- 
arately—a lot of extra work

lron ruffles first. Then line up 
edges of hems, letting the 
ruffle extend, as in photo- 
graph. Keep edges in place 
with your free hand as you 
guide iron with other hand. 
Place iron on a section of 
hemline until hem's about dry, 
then lift iron to another section 
Dragging iron along wet hem 
may stretch hem and make a 
peaked corner. After ironing 
hem, run iron lightly over cur- 
tain in short lengthwise sweeps. 
Turn curtain and iron other half 
in same way. Then unfold and 
apply finishing ironing touches 





Small pleats of narrow ruffle 
can be replaced by ironing 
them over a fork. Slip the 
ruffle between the tines of the 
fork. Space the pleats to suit. 
Press lightly, take out fork, and 
press firmly. Repeat until the 
entire ruffle is pleated. You 
gain speed as you go along 
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They can be marvelous—if you know these chef secrets! 


Don’t serve fish for economy’s 
sake alone!

he’s willing to give up bottle or 
breast-nursing entirely and take all 
his milk from a cup. 

Baby may cling to one certain 
bottle feeding long after he has 
stopped demanding the others. 
Don’t hurry him to give up this 
last bottle if it seems to comfort 
him. However, you can offer him 
milk from a cup before letting him 
have the bottle he wants. If he 
drinks some of the milk in the cup, 
decrease the amount in the bottle. 
After a time, he will take all his 
milk at that meal from his cup and 
will forget about the bottle en- 
tirely. 

A breast-fed baby usually is 
weaned at about the eighth or 
ninth month. A bottle baby of this 
age may be harder to wean, par- 
ticularly if he is in the habit of 
having a bottle in bed at nap and 
bedtimes. To avoid this difficulty 
mothers of bottle-fed babies should 
hold them in their arms for these 
feedings, instead of tucking baby 
in bed with his bottle. 


if your baby balks at drinking 
from a cup, or refuses to give up 
any bottles or nursing periods at 
all, drop the matter for a month or 
so. Continue offering him an oc- 
casional sip from a little glass or 
cup. But keep the whole business 
on a friendly basis. 

If your baby wants to hold the 
cup by himself, let him, even 
though he spills most of the milk. 
A small, 1-ounce glass may strike 
his fancy and will just fit his hand, 
From that, you can graduate him 
to a larger mug which he can hold 
in both hands. A ¢olored glass or 
cup with an animal stencil may 
entice him, too. 

When Baby is taking a fair 
amount of milk from the cup and 
doesn’t seem particularly inter- 
ested in his bottle, don’t try to 
force the bottle on, him just be- 
cause you feel he isn’t getting 
enough milk. You may only fix the 
bottle habit and make it more dif- 
ficult to eliminate later. If he is 
drinking as much as 16 ounces of 
milk, is eating other foods well, and 
doesn’t want his bottle, you’re safe 
in banishing it. 


Baby's own inclination is your 
guide in weaning. Don’t worry if 
he’s slow to change over; and don’t 
be too smug if he seems to be ac- 
cepting the new method without 
protest. He may backslide during 
a sick spell or when he’s teething. 
Don’t measure your baby’s readi- 
ness by the time some other baby 
was completely weaned. Some ba- 
bies don’t lose their liking for milk 
from a bottle until they are 18 
months, or older. Your baby may 
be one of these.

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Discipline withou 
dithers 


How do schoolteachers keep large 
classes of youngsters under con- 
trol when it’s hard enough to man- 


age a single boy or girl at home? 
By June Johnson 


| discipline of boys and girls is something every 
parent seeks. One person who can help, perhaps, is that 
paid disciplinarian, the public schoolteacher. 

Have you visited a modern classroom? When teaching 
conditions are at least fair (that is, not too many pupils per 
class, adequate seating, and the like) you will find that an 
efficient teacher maintains her discipline without her pupils 
being aware of it. Most of the time the pupils don’t even 
know they're being disciplined or controlled. 

There are classroom methods you can copy to make dis- 
cipline at home a painless procedure: 


Maintain your child’s interest 

If you guide him in his early years—without supervising 
his every move—he will learn how to plan his own amuse- 
ments. A good teacher sees to it that her students have no 
time for mischief. Enlarging upon this thought, it is, better 
to take your youngster’s mind off mischief by interesting 
him in something else than constantly to forbid. 


Never threaten something you can’t carry out 

A teacher quickly learns that an empty threat lowers class 
morale and her own prestige. At school or at home children 
soon realize that an elder who constantly warns that they 
will be flunked (at home it’s spanked) doesn’t mean it, and 
they go merrily unchecked by the words. Before threatening, 
ask yourself if you really mean to do it, and if so, if it will 
accomplish the desired result 


Don’t take Johnny to the principal 

At home this means don’t depend on dad for all the discipline! 
Your boy or girl should recognize each parent, just as he 
recognizes each teacher, as the final authority in all but the 
most serious matters. He will not only obey more readily, 
but will have a better feeling for his dad. Dad’s under a 
disadvantage to begin with, because he’s around the chil- 
dren less. It is unfair to make him responsible for the un- 
pleasant job of settling daytime disputes. A principal con- 
siders a teacher who sends all problems to him as a weak 
sister; so is the mother who relies on dad for discipline. 


Don’t bicker with a youngster 


Your aim is to improve him, not lower yourself. 


Be friendly, and human, one with your family 


Does this sound odd? Perhaps you are one who can truly 
say, “Of course, I’m friendly. I love them, don’t I?”’ But 
if you need proof that real friendliness is not always present, 
at families so absorbed, each member in

The table below shows the monthly repayment costs of 
F.H.A.-insured mortgages ranging from $1,000 to 
$16,000. 

To be eligible for F.H.A. insurance, mortgages must be 
written in multiples of $100, except some cases in which 
the amount may be in an even multiple of $50. Interest 
must not exceed 4! percent, and the mortgage must be 
paid off in monthly installments. The insurance costs 14 
of 1 percent additional. Payments shown in the table in- 
clude interest, principal, and the F.H.A. insurance pre- 
mium. ‘ 

Where the mortgage amount is $6,000 or less, mort- 
gage insurance may be had up to 95 percent of the total 
value. The term may run for 30 years. 

Houses and lots appraised by the F.H.A. at $7,000 or 
less are eligible for F.H.A.-insured mortgages of as much 
as 90 percent of the total value. These mortgages may 
run as long as 25 years. 

In the $7,000 to $11,000 range, a house and lot are 
eligible for an F.H.A-insured mortgage of as much as 90 
percent of the first $7,000, plus 80 percent of anything 
over $7,000 

To be eligible for such a loan, the F.H.A. commitment 
must be issued before construction is started; the house 
must comply with F.H.A. migimum property require- 
ments; it must be for the occupancy of the owner only; 
and the house must pass three inspections during con- 
struction. 

For houses and lots appt i1ised at more than $11,000, 
the maximum mortgage may be as large as 80 percent of 
the value. This type of mortgage may run as long as 25 
years, if the house complies with requirements listed in 
the above paragraph. The maximum loan cannot be 
more than $16,000 under any circumstances. 

F.H.A. requirements may undergo minor changes 
from time to time. You can get details on current require- 
ments from any F.H.A. office.

\ you buy good paintbrushes, you are mak- 


ing a sound investment. Bargain brushes are the 
most expensive, for they cause painting failures. 

A good brush will hold more paint, carry it with- 
out dripping, paint without spattering, put on a 
smoother coat, and cut a ‘an edge. It can be 
cleaned again and again for future painting jobs. 


The best brushes are made of hog bristles or of

durable man-made bristles like nylon. Both can be 

used with all common ishes, except that nylon 

bristles will soften in shellac or alcohol. If that 

happens, put the nylon bristles in boiling water for 

30 minutes and hang the brush up to dry overnight 

Good brushes are expensive. Lhe photographs 

will help you make sure a brush is good, use it to 

best advantage, and give it the care it deserves. 
Dip only half the length of bristle into 
paint or enamel (left). Deeper dip- 
ping wostes paint and ruins brush by 
letting hardened paint accumulcte in 
the heel. Next, lightly slap off excess 
pcint against the side of the contcin- 
et (above) so the brush won't drip. If 
you paint a ceiling and paint runs 
down your arm, you have a poor 
brush or cre carrying too much paint 








Lay on paint with light, short, slightly curved strokes 
(left). Lift brush gradually so you don't leave a thick 
edge of paint. Grip only handle and metal ferrule; 
if you touch bristle, the brush will wear rapidly. Apply 
paint only with end of bristle, and reverse it often

Flat wall paint will flow to- 
gether; don't go back over it 
Lay paint on heavily. Start 
each brushful on bare wall, 
working back to overlap pre- 
ceding square. Paint narrow 
bands from ceiling to floor so

Brush outside oil paint well 
into wood.

How to prepare a new brush 





Most new brushes have a few loose bristles that weren't anchored. You 
can remove these by rolling the handle rapidly between the palms of 
your hands (left), thus throwing out the loose bristles. Or you can beat 
the bristle across your fingers (right) so you achieve the same result 


Don't put a new brush directly into paint, or the pigment will be very 
difficult to remove from the bristle. Instead, suspend the brush in linseed 
oil for at least 12 hours (left) When you are ready to use the brush, 
squeeze out as much oil as you can with a wood strip (right)... .

How to clean a paintbrush 


Never let a paintbrush stand on its bristles. Never leave it in water. 
Clean it after each job. Use the proper thinner: turpentine, followed by 
naphtha or mineral spirits, for oil paint, enamel, or varnish; alcohol, 
for shellac or alcoho! stain (but not with nylon brushes); lacquer thinner 
for lacquers. Soak brush in the thinner, working it against the container 


Squeeze bristle to work out paint (left). Work from ferrule to end of 
bristle. Repeat several times, rinsing the brush in fresh thinner. In obsti- 
nate cases, work out pigment with wire brush. It may take two quarts of 
thinner, but thinner may be saved in a sealed container and used again 


If the thinner treatment is not 
sufficient, wash the brush with 
a mild soap and water at body 
temperature, and rinse in clear 
water. Then squeeze the water 
from the brush between two 
dowel rods, as pictured, or 
whirl brush dry in a container 


Comb brush lightly, so inside 
bristles are straight (left). Let 
brush dry wrapped in a square 
of cleansing tissue to shape it. 
Remove tissue and wrap in 
heovy paper (right), using 
care not to bend bristle. Naph- 
thalene crystals (center) will 
protect brush from moths. 
Store in a cool, dry place

How to salvage a neglected brush 


Next, sprinkle soap powder on 
an old-fashioned washboard 
and rub the brush across it, us- 
ing the same motion used in 
washing clothes. Hold brush as 
pictured, first rubbing the cor- 
ners to loosen up the bristle 


Finally, rinse the brush in cold 
water until all traces of soap 
and paint have been removed 
from the bristle and the rinse 
water remains clear. Comb the 
bristle and dry it. Salvaged 
brushes are usable, but they 
are not nearly so good as a 
brush that has been given the 
proper care from the beginning 


You can make a neglected 
brush usable. Soak it in turpen- 
tine or liquid brush cleaner tor 
a day or two, occasionally 
working the bristles to loosen 
paint. Use a scraper to remove 
old paint. Then soak brush for 
several hours in hot, soapy water 


When the bristle is loosened at 
the corners, place brush flat on 
the board and press it firmly 
with the other hand as you 
continue rubbing. Dip the 
brush into hot water, reverse it, 
and continue rubbing with ad- 
ditional soap powder. If bristle 
remains stiff, try sand with soap

Bien years ago we bought a run-down farm- 


house in the foothills of the Berkshire mountains 
near Albany, New York, for $2,000. With it 
went 45 acres of tillable land, and 15 acres of 
wood lot 

Now there are fewer trees in the wood lot: 
Much of the white pine and hemlock has gone 
into remodeling the house. But real estate and 


insurance men currently appraise our property 
at $18,060, Our own hands made the difference. 

There was much wrong with the farmhouse 
we started with: It was too small: the roof leaked: 
it was poorly arranged; it had small windows in 
the wrong places: the sill and one wall of the 
kitchen were rotten; and the siding needed re-

At first, we planned to hire work- 
men to make the repairs. That 
proved impossible. So we decided 
to do the work ourselves—my hus- 
band, brother-in-law, and myself. 
Even my 14-year-old son was able 
to help some. When we started we 
had no idea that it would take all 
our free time for three years, in- 
cluding vacations. 


Ou: first job was to get lumber to 
work with. The first winter we 
felled and hauled to the mill logs 
from which 11,434 feet of lumber 
were milled. We hired a man to 
fell the trees, but my husband and 
I trimmed them. Because of mis- 
calculation, we had to do a similar 
job the next winter, when we had 
another 8,174 feet of lumber 
milled. Although we had some left 
over, the lumber cost us only 
$1,044. It would have cost about 
$3,000 to buy. 

After our first season of lumber- 
ing, we went to work on the house 
First we took the old shingles from 
the main part of the house, re- 
placed two rotten boards, removed 
a chimney, then put on tar paper 
and asphalt shingles. We had some 
outside help with the roof. That 
done, we went about tearing down 
partitions and taking off all the old 
plaster inside. Then we put ceilings 
in the upstairs bedrooms and 
erected new partitions. Painting 
the walls, and putting on new 
flooring, followed. After the down- 
Stairs partitions were removed, we 
began outside 


r 
W e closed off an old stairway to 
the cellar, and replaced it with a 
window. Then we poured concrete 
for the 7- by 20-foot porch floor in 
front, the 7- by 40-foot floor for the 
back porch, the base for the fire- 
place, the step at the living-room 
entrance and the foundation for the 
extension to the kitchen. This 
would cost $350 if done by profes- 
sionals. It cost us $68 for cement, 
gravel, and sand—plus a terrific 
backache! 

After the concrete work, we took 
off the old siding, and started put- 
ting in the remaining windows 
The carpenter (he worked only 10

days, but was very good about 
showing us how to proceed on our 
own) put in five windows and re- 
placed the old front entrance with 
another window. We took the 
kitchen wing apart, ripping off the 
old roof and attic floor, and tearing 
off the front wall. Then we put up 
a new wall and nailed it to the main 
part of the house. 


One day the carpenter laid out 
a pattern for the rafters. Then he 
looked at his watch. “‘Noontime,” 
he said, ‘“‘gotta get that hay in be- 
fore it rains. You have 22 of these 
rafters ready to go up tomorrow 
morning and I'll be there.’ They 
were ready, though it took three of 
us to saw them out. 

After that we roofed the kitchen 
wing, and put on the new siding, 
made window frames for the kitch- 
en and back porch, and put in the 
windows. We were able to put the 
floor stringers and subfloor boards 
in the kitchen before we ran out of 
lumber and had to wait for more 
to be cut and milled. 

When spring came, we began the 
trim inside, upstairs and down. 
New downstairs flooring followed, 
then the fireplace: The fireplace 
material cost us $105—the con- 
tractor’s price was $500. 


‘Ties my husband and I made 
the kitchen cabinets, and finished 
the downstairs walls (the kitchen 
and living room in knotty pine) 
after putting in more electric light 
outlets, wall switches, and an elec- 
tric range outlet. 

The plumbing was a major job. 
We piped our water from a spring 
and had to install a septic tank as 
well as the fixtures indoors. 

Our records show a total cash 
outlay of $6,300. That covers the 
original $2,000 we paid for the 
farm, plus materials and labor not 
done by ourselves. 

We have figured out the amount 
we saved by doing the work our- 
selves this way:

Applying the linoleum 


With trim strips installed and linoleum cut, lay linoleum aside and 
spread adhesive over surface to be covered. Professionals use waterproof 
cement on a two-inch strip around sink, ordinary paste elsewhere. But 
you'll find it little more expensive to use waterproof paste exclusively 


Here, adhesive was first spread only on counter. Linoleum was laid in 
place, flattened, and rolled into a tight fit. Then paste was put on cove 
and linoleum rolled up to eliminate air bubbles. Professionals paste all 
areas, fit linoleum into trim, let natural stiffness force it down in place 


Sandbagging, say some professionals, is essential to hold linoleum fat 
until the adhesive has set (overnight). Half of this counter (pictured) 
was sandbagged, the other half unweighted. There seemed to be little 
difference. To be absolutely sure, use sandbags. But it's heavy work

To repair errors in your work, first file or scrape off tiny grains of linoleum 


(left). Then mix them with varnish until you get a thick paste. Use tapered knife 
blade for placing this linoleum dough into cracks and crevices (right). Force 
the dough in tight, smooth it off, and let it dry for a day or two before a 
final smoothing with steel wool and oil. Your patch will be almost invisible 





To remove scratches or polish repairs 
n the finished surface, use a pad of 
the finest steel wool you can get 
dipped in boiled linseed oil. Rub 
with even pressure and a smooth, cir- 
cular motion until marks have been 
removed. Then wipe off the oil and 
wash the entire counter with a mild 
soap solution, using a cloth wrung 
almost dry. Some professionals advo- 
cate an immediate coat of clear, 
plastic linoleum finish, while others 
recommend a weekly polishing with 
a good paste wax for protection

Often the Sunday papers were still scattered on Mon- 
day morning, or Sunday entertaining had left the house 
in a turmoil. The week’s meals needed planning. I tried 
washing on Tuesday instead of Monday. That suited me 
better. 

I applied the same suit-myse!f approach to ironing. If 
I sit on a comfortable stool, ve found I actually enjoy 
doing a small batch of ironing during the evening when 
the radio is going and my husband is at hand to chat with. 

By adapting each job to my own needs and preferences, 
I really like keeping house now.—Jean Reiman, Downers

PRESS for sewing 


S ics and then press is a good rule for professional-look- 
ing dresses, suits, draperies, and slipcovers which you make 
at home. Your fabric may be beautiful, your pattern just 
right, and your seams neatly finished. But unless you press 
carefully from start to finish, the results may be disappoint- 


ing. Sewing is made easier, too, if you press as you go. 


What you'll need 


Home sewing doesn’t require many accessories. But a few 
shorten pressing time, make the job easier. All of them can 
be improvised at home. On this page and the next are pic- 
tures of the most necessary equipment. In addition, you may 
want the pressing aids listed here: 


Tailor’s cushion. [his is useful for pressing curved seams, 
shoulders, tops of sleeves. To make one, sew together two 
9- by 12-inch oval pieces of heavy muslin from which sizing 
has been removed by rinsing. Leave a small opening. Turn, 
stuff tightly with kapok or cotton, and stitch the opening. 
A terry-cloth towel rolled into a firm ball makes a fairly sat- 
isfactory substitute for the cushion. 


Triangular-shaped pad. This is helpful for short darts and 
can be made like the tailor’s cushion from two triangles of 
material—each side of triangle about 9 inches long. 


Tailor’s pounding board and wood block. A heavy whisk 
broom, used on the flat side, substitutes for pounding 
board; ironing board for wooden block. First, the fabric 
is steamed until damp. Then, with the material flat on the 
ironing board, beat along seams, collars, or lapels with a 
whisk broom to flatten them. This method prevents a shine. 
It also helps to dry out fabric by forcing steam out of mate- 
rial. Pounding board and block are used only for tailoring. 


Hangers. Have a good supply of hangers on hand to keep the 
pressed section free from wrinkles and out of the way.

Sleeve board is handy for sleeves, pressing seams open, and 
hard-to-get-at places. Keep it near the sewing machine, use it 
in place of large ironing board.

Seam board. A makeshift ‘sleeve board"’ can be made: Roll 
a newspaper into a tight bundle, cover it with a smooth towel 
or cloth, and fasten it securely. A rolling pin cut in half 
lengthwise, padded and covered, makes a sturdy seam board 


Press cloth. Make a press cloth from muslin or a smooth cotton 
fabric from which sizing is removed. Or buy handy commer- 
cial products such as parchment paper (shown above) or 
chemically treated cloths—these eliminate any shine or lint

Let’s discuss the three phases of marriage—practical, 
psychological, and physical, and see what can be done. 


Practical 


Most little girls love to “keep house,” to play at dusting 
and doing dishes. Lots of them are helping with simple 
household tasks at 5, even 3. But not so many are still 
helping at 12 and 14! For what was at first fun for Betty is 
now a chore; and the first pleased anticipation of the help 
Betty’s going to be, has given way to a weary realization 
that it’s easier to do it yourself than keep after Betty. 

But for Betty’s own welfare (plus that of the man she 
marries) you ought to be firm. And you ought to lay it 
straight on the line: *‘Look, in not too many years you'll be 
running a home of your own. Helping now is the surest way 
to learn.”’ You can also use this argument: “Keeping a neat 
house is just as important as keeping a neat figure, when it 
comes to holding a man’s love and respect.” Girls like to be 
appealed to on adult emotional level. Its more effective 
than nagging. 

Nor is there much need for nagging if you make a girl's 
jobs pleasant for her. Do you listen to her suggestions about 
arranging furniture and hanging curtains? If she fancies a 
different floor wax or soap powder from the one you are 
using, do you let her try it? Do you continually hang over 
her advising, ‘‘No, do it this way’’—or do you give her a 
free hand? Do you praise her efforts at cooking, and refrain 
from scolding when she scorches the pudding? 

It takes a heap of self-discipline in training a daughter to 
be a wife. It takes a heap of tact! But nobody said it was 
easy. 


Naturally no daughter should be a drudge. Whatever 
your motives or however fine your methods, you will only 
make her hate housework forever if you impose undue bur- 
dens, or demand that she sacrifice her rightful fun. But with 
common sense, with a sincere desire to equip her for the 
work she'll probably spend most of her life doing, you can be 
both a good parent and a good teacher. 

The arithmetic of marriage is definitely important to its 
success. Now I often wonder how Mr. Right of the calendar 
courtship paid for the vine-covered cottage. Maybe he 
worked for the lumber company and brought his pay en- 
velope home every Saturday night. In fairness to my genera- 
tion there should have been at least one picture showing our 
hero and heroine frowning, if ever so slightly, over a pile of 
bills. 

It’s an omission no parents should overlook in training 
our children for marriage. Successful homes are built upon 
love—and a sound bank account. Not riches, necessarily, 
but security, or at least good prospects. Personally, we want 
our daughter to choose her future mate for what he is, 
rather than what he has—but also want her to understand 
that it’s not easy to be poor when you're young and in love.

In the old days, and in some schools today, John’s 
teacher would have demanded obedience, kept John

They 
probably would have gotten mad at the school, the 
teacher, John, and each other. John would have kept on 
getting worse, more of a problem every day.

theories, we never get anywhere. Don’t you think we’d 
learn more by studying actual children in our own class- 
room?” 

That simple question stopped the Doctor. The school- 
marm had something. Why hadn’t he seen it that way 
before? Before the meeting was over, he had thought out 
a way to combine modern psychology with the teachers’ 
observations of real children. The group in South 
Carolina adopted his program. They’re still following it.

Since then, Doctor Prescott has been showing teachers 
and parents all over America his plan and how it works. 

Wherever he goes, he’s sure to hear a parent or a 
teacher say: “I don’t know what to do with Johnny any 
more.”” 

In the face of this despair, he has launched a revolu- 
tionary program in the public schools, a program of 
understanding. 

Today the Prescott Plan—officially known as the In- 
stitute for Child Study—is giving teachers and parents a 
new insight into the behavior of children. 

The plan itself is deceptively simple. Twice a month 
the teachers meet in small groups to discuss actual chil- 
dren they have in their own classes. Each teacher has al- 
ready selected one child to study, preferably one who is 
almost too much for her.

1. Garage is in the wrong place. It cuts off much of the 
view from the living room, hogs the south sunlight and 
breeze, and is a day’s journey from the kitchen. 

2. Garage h is no back door. 

3. Entrance is sheltered, but is too small for practical use; 
you'd always be bumping doors together. You'll find the 
same network of doors at head of the basement stairs. 

4. Placement of lavatory gives you no privacy. It would 
be better to put it somewhere else and increase the storage 
space in the garage 

5. Den is in a spot that’s likely to be noisy. If you have 
serious concentrating to do, vou ll have a hard time with 
clatter of dishes on one side, noise of a radio on another. 

6. The living room is enlarged sufficiently, but it will be 
dark in spite of its big window. One exposure in a room this 
deep usually isn’t enough. 

7. We won't call the stairs opening off the living room 
wrong, because many people like that feature, and it can be 
decorative. But it turns the living room into a hall. There 
was no reason, though, why those stairs couldn’t be 
straightened and winders (triangular steps) removed. 
Winders are not only unattractive, but extremely dangerous. 

8. Dining area has no view, and takes up part of the room 
that could be better used for living-room furniture. 

9. Kitchen has no service door. 

10. Breakfast room and utility room should be transposed. 
In this way he could have had a service door at the rear. 

11. Kitchen is inefficient. Sink should be placed in front of 
window, and range put near door to dining area. 

12. Kitchen windows should have been relocated. Since 
they were cut down to make way for counters anyway, it 
would cost littke more to get a better window arrangement. 

13. Outdoor entrance from basement stairs still opens at 
front of house off landing. This is very inconvenient when 
you want to take out garbage or laundry. 

General comment: The remodeled version of this house 
makes prodigal waste of space and has inadequate room 
arrangement. If you found more than 13 errors—and there 
are many more—you will find that by correcting the errors 
listed, the other mistakes will correct themselves.

low fo make a backache go away

| our thousand backs aching in unison! 


Quite an array of twinges and pains, to 
be sure. But that’s just about the typical 
backache score on the average day in the 
average community of 100,000 people. 
And all because prehistoric man insisted 
on walking on two legs instead of all four. 

Backaches run a close race with head- 
aches as man’s; and woman’s, most com- 
mon ailment. If you lay claim to never 
having had one, relax. You will. Backaches 
are to adults what measles and mumps are 
to children—just about as inevitable and, 
in most cases, no more dangerous or 
deadlhy. They are one of the prices you pay 
for vour vertical way of life. 

A backache, like a headache, is a symp- 
tom, not a disease. That’s one reason it’s 
so common. It is an undeniable signal that 
something is wrong. It may be a symptom 
of anything from a simple strained muscle 
or poor eyesight to serious ailments such as 
gall-bladder trouble or even cancer. 
Luckily for you, the simpler backache 
causes far outnumber the more dangerous 
and complex ones. 

Your doctor can list almost a hundred 
different reasons for an aching back. How- 
ever, any backache pain can be placed 
in one of four main classifications: (1) pain 
caused by muscular fatigue or the misuse 
or strain of little-used muscles; (2) pain 
caused by a fall or actual injury; (3) pain 
due to worry over an unsolved emotional 
problem; (4) pain that is the symptom of 
some basic organic trouble. 

About 90 percent of all backaches fall 
into the first three classes. Strain and 
muscle fatigue head the list.

fo understand your aching back, and all 
the reasons for it, you will have to know a 
little about the spine and the muscles that 
support it. Centuries ago, in prehistoric 
days, all quadrupeds, including the early 
ape man, got around on all four legs. That 
was the accepted form of locomotion. Na- 
ture constructed the spine accordingly, 
like a flexibly jointed rod to be supported 
at both ends.

But we haven't vet mastered 
the trick of standing and working 
erect without inviting a backache 
Nature gradually altered the gen- 
eral shape of the spine to take care 
of its change from a_ horizontal 
member supported at both ends to 
a vertical member balanced on a 
single support. What she failed to 
do was to add more muscles to help 
hold the spinal column erect. As a 
result, your back is weaker than it 
should be. 

Any unusual twisting or strain- 
ing naturally tends to place undue 
stress on your inadequat back 
muscles, particularly the muscles 
at the lower end of the spine. Here 
the full weight of the upper body 
rests in a universal-like joint whose 
two parts are called the sacrum and 
the za. Anatomically, you have a 

vatural built-in aptitude for back- 

- or “low back pains.” 


['. next time you are tempted 
to move a heavy table, lift a large 
runk, or catch up on your exer-

verstrain them, or place them in 
odd and awkward positions, you 
are inviting vour back to ache 
Even if vou feel you are in the 
best of wim (if you're over 40, vou 
probably aren’t), don’t use your 
back as you would a derrick.

If your backache comes from 
muscular fatigue, it’s because you 
use the same sets of back muscles 
all the time or use them awkward- 
ly. You’re particularly apt to have 
this type of backache if your job re- 
quires you to repeat the same mo- 
tion over and again for long peri- 
ods of time. Office workers often 
get a backache when they sit in 
chairs not suited to their work. 


, * can get a backache if vour 
washtubs or sinks are too high or 
too low, if the kitchen work sur- 
face is comfortable neither for 
standing nor sitting. If your auto- 
mobile seat fails to support your 
body in a comfortable and natural 
posture for driving, it can cause 
muscular fatigue. This is true even 
when you haven't been conscious of 
using the muscles that suddenly 
begin to ache. 

3ed has always been a place to 
rest. Yet according to medical 
authorities, many of us get very 
little rest there. Instead of waking 
up relaxed and fresh, do you arise 
weary and backachy in spite of the 
sleep you’ve had? Doctors blame 
your bed with its” well-used, 
rounded-out hollows that fit your 
body. A sagging bed that fails to 
support your spine doesn’t allow 
the back muscles to relax. As a 
result, they are tense most of the 
night.

on a good look at your bed if 
you are bothered with morning 
backaches. If it is soft and saggy, 
you have probably found the cause 
of your pains. Get a new mattress, 
and perhaps a new spring, or else 
bolster the old mattress with a flat 
3x5-foot board inserted between 
the mattress and the spring. Sev- 
eral such “sleep” boards are avail- 
able commercially. There is even a 
folding “sleep” board for travelers! 
Things as remote as nearsighted- 
ness and partial deafness have been 
found to be the causes of my sterious 
aching backs. A nearsighted person 
unconsciously stretches his neck 
and shoulders forward in an at- 
tempt to get his eves focused on the 
object he is trying to see. The con- 
Unuous strain that this puts on the 
muscles of the neck and shoulders 
is likely to show up as pain. Simi- 
larly, the person who is deaf in one 
ear unconsciously is apt to cock his 
good ear forward in order to hear 
lhis places an unnatural strain on 
the muscles at the opposite side of 
the neck and shoulders. 


s most of these simple back- 
aches, the underlying cause is pos- 
ture—or rather the lack of it. If 
everyone would learn to stand, sit, 
walk, and work with his body held

Not 
in one big ecstatic wave, as at first 

but as a sweet, steady, wonderful 
part of their living together.”

The electric drill 


With it you can draft electricity for 
almyst every handy-man job, from 


drilling a hole to shining a car 


By Louis Stockton 


1, nothing seems to get done around your home, and 
you blame it on your tools, take a good look at a new- 
comer to home workshops—the portable electric drill. 

Here, in one tool, is the versatility required by the 
home handy man, who may mend a toy one day, repair a 
roof gutter the next, and the next day refinish an antique. 

You need no special skill to use an electric drill. It is 
designed for one-hand operation, is light in weight, and is 
shaped so it may be easily gripped. You can use it any- 
where you have access to house current. To change it 
from one tool to another, you merely release the chuck 
that holds the accessory, replace the accessory you don’t 
want with the one you do want, and close the chuck. The 
more you use your drill, the more uses you'll add to those 
suggested in photographs that follow. 

For most home uses, examine the light- and standard- 
duty portable drills designed for amateur handy men. 
They cost around $15 and up, with power and price in- 
creasing as the speed decreases. The most common chuck 
holds shafts up to 4 inch, with adapters for accessories. 


You have your choice of a vast number of accessories, 
from small bits and grinders at less than $1 to major con- 
verters beginning at about $10. Look, too, at the vertical 
and horizontal stands that will hold your drill stationary. 
Your choice may be a handy-man kit containing the 
drill plus an assortment of standard accessories, at a price 
lower than that of the same pieces bought individually. 
Later you can add other attachments as you need them. 
Specifically for the home hobbyist are small, feather- 
weight, high-speed drills, handy for dozens of precision 
jobs in woodcrafting, model building, jewelry making, 
and electrical hobbies. These tools may be purchased at 
$10 and up, with accessories starting at less than $1. 


It sands. A sanding attachment will spare you hours of handwork. Flat 
sander (left) converts rotary to oscillating motion, polishes wax, too. 
Abrasive bands (right) sand curves o7 irregular surfaces. Rotary-action 
disc (background) has flexible backing. Make sure sander fits drill 
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It drills. Basic purpose of drill is to bore clean, sound holes, very fast, 
in wood, metal, or masonry. Here, a 3/-inch drill bores a bolthole. 
With special bits, you can drill up to 1-inch holes in wood. Avoid 
rough break-through by releasing pressure before bit grabs the last chip 


For metal drilling, use high-speed steel bits; they'll work in wood, too. 
Lubricate as directed to control friction heat. Drill only up to rated ca- 
pacity; for larger holes, use a hole saw. Vertical bench stand lets you do 
precision work, frees one hand to guide work and apply lubricant

In masonry, a carbide-tip bit drills an accurate hole rapidly. To drill in 
glass, fit a hole-size copper tube in chuck, smear glass with valve 
grinding compound, and go to work. Or make a glass drill bit by squar- 
ing off end of a three-cornered file and grinding end to make three points

It polishes. For a bright, durable shine 
on furniture, floors, car, or even shoes, 
buff wax with plastic or rubber disc 
covered with a lamb's-wool bonnet.

Zion National Park 


The towering walls and the 
vivid coloring of Zion hit you with 
an emotonal impact as you stop to 
look out through windows cut in 
the mile-long highway tunnel. A 
series of switchbacks brings the 
road to the bottom of the canyon. 
Then, the road threads its way 
alongside the Virgin River to the 
Temple of Sinawava. Towering 
walls box vou in, some more than 
3,000 feet high, almost straight up 
Stop along the drive for a good 
look at the more famous landmarks 

Court of the Patriarchs, Great 
White Throne, Angels’ Landing, 
and others. You may have time for 
a short hike part way up either the 
East or West Rim trails for differ- 
ent views. 


Grand Canyon National Park 
Grand Canyon cannot be ade- 
quately described—a great gash 
4 to 18 miles wide and nearly a 
mile deep, with everything on a 
massive scale. Your first view will 
take your breath John 
Burroughs called it “The Divine 
Abyss.”* If you arrive on schedule, 
you will have time to visit two view 
points on the North Rim the after- 
noon you get there. Inquire of a 
ranger as to which you can make 
in the time you have.

And oe sure 
to go beyond the village 8 miles to 
Hermits Rest. See the sunset 
from some place along this west 
drive. Art galleries, the Hopi 
House, and campfire festivities will 
occupy your evening. You will not 
have time for the mule trip into 
the canyon as it requires a full 
day. 


Petrified Forest National 
Monument 

Visit the museum and logs near- 
by and at least two of the five 
separate forests. Each is different. 
Petrified log chunks are strewn 
about the landscape, many of them 
as colorful as gems. 


Painted Desert 

This seemingly endless expanse 
of colorful mounds and_hillocks 
stretches away to the distant hori- 
zon for miles. One of the best views 
is from highway 66. It is not neces- 
sary to make the rim drive. 


Mesa Verde National Park 
Nestling under overhanging cliffs 
are numerous cliff dwellings, oc- 
cupied by Indians some 600 to 
1.000 years ago. Short drives lead 
to where vou can view the larger 
ruins, some of which can be visited 
by trail. Mesa Verde will be de- 
cidedly different from anything 
you've seen on the entire trip.

You can apply new wood preservatives by 


brush, spray.or dip. You can paint over them. 


They curb fungi and boring insects

Ried getting easier every day for you to curb rot and termite 
damage around vour home 

New liquid wood preservatives are being sold by hardware, 
paint, and department stores and lumberyards. You can put them 
on by brushing, spraying, or dipping. You can paint over them. 
You don’t have to heat them. Any odor will quickly disappear. 
They double or triple the life of lumber used outdoors. 

These preservatives are sold under many brand names, but for 
home use the best are those containing pentachlorophenol, cop- 
per naphthenate, or zine naphthenate. 

All three come dissolved in some oil sclvent. They are insoluble 
in water. If you plan to paint over a preservative, choose a pre- 
servative that has a light, volatile oil solvent. 

Also due on the market soon is a new aluminum paint treated 
to resist rot and termites 

Look over the three, and decide which will fit your job: 

Pentachlorophenol solutions are clear, if a quality oil solvent is 
used. Cheaper solutions using cruder oil are satisfactory for such 
uses as below-ground protection. Petroleum solvent solutions may 
injure young plants; they're not recommended where roots will 
touch them. Pentachlorophenol solutions often are sold combined 
with a water repellent. [ Turn to page 252

Places that are hard to get at often are the spots that need 
preservative the most. Here, a bent-spout squirt can is being 
used to apply preservative to the front edge and underside 
of a doorsill. Treat places where wood joins masonry, brick, 


concrete, or metal—any place where water can collect 


You can get a nasty fall if your ladder breaks while you're 
aboard. Such breaks usually are caused by rot in the joints 
where the rungs fit into the side rails. To stay on the safe side 
soak those joints with preservative—and use it liberally. If 
your ladder is to be stored outside, treat all of it thor

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No air movement 


Criticism: A panel heating  sys- 
tem in the ceiling doesn’t put any 
air in motion in a room. Cigar or 
cigarette smoke may hang motion- 
less in layers, rather than mixing 
with the air throughout the room. 


Comment: Any surface that is heated above the tempera- 
ture of the air in a room will make that air move. But 
mouonless air isn’t desirable: neither is a current of warm 


air. What panel heating 


does is reduce air motion and 


eliminate cold drafts and dust-disturbing currents. 


Dust 


Criticism: While ceiling panels 
cause no air to move, installations 
of panels in the floor will cause a 
movement of air, because air in con- 
tact with the floor rises as it warms. 
This current of air tends to lift dust 
off the floor and keep it in the air. 


Comment: Owners’ statements contradict this. They say 
that draperies, walls, and furniture stay clean longer than 
with other systems. More than half add that they have had 
fewer colds since moving into a house heated by panels, 
largely because of reduced drafts, dust, and dirt. 


Controls 


Criticism: One manufacturer says 
that a heating panel in a concrete 
floor 4 inches thick “‘may cause a 
virtually insurmountable — control 
problem” in a house with large win- 
dow areas, and built of frame con- 
struction. Reason is the large dif- 
ference in the heat transmitting 
qualities of concrete, glass, and wood. 


Comment: How to control the temperature of a room 
heated by radiant panels is still a controversial question. 


Research shows, though, that the same controls used for 


conventional hot-water systems can be used equally well 
with panel heating. In the average home, panel heating 
isn’t hard to control: it’s less conventional construction 
such as great expanses of glass—that makes temperature 
control difficult, regardless of the type of heat used.

This 2,4-D must be applied care- 
fully on a still day, so that it does 
not splash or drift onto nearby 
plants, for it will surely damage 
and may kill most shrubs, ever- 
greens, and flowers. Even vapors 
given off as it evaporates may drift 
onto nearby plants and cause 
damage.

and upkeep. If you keep in mind a few sim- 
ple but important facts you can easily have 
an evergreen foundation planting of long

If vou have an old 


house on an ugly foundation, you may 
want a planting which serves mostly as a screen. 

[he important thing for you to remember is that the needs 
of each house and the personal tastes of the owners are indi- 
vidual problems. Forget about set rules. Let the design be you, 
your own feeling of what your house needs and what you pre- 
fer. And remember that planting is a decoration to benefit the 
design of the house and seldom hide it. 

Each section of the country has its own types of evergreens 
best suited toits particular locality. Ifyou’re planting in the north 
central states where winters are severe and summers hot and 
dry, you'll have to give more attention to choosing the right 
evergreen than you would in other sections. 

There are dozens of varieties grown by nurserymen, and any 
one of them may be just the thing for you. However, the follow- 
ing half dozen kinds are less exacting in their needs and have 
proved satisfactory over a long period. All foundation ever- 
greens fall into two basic types: The low, spreading trees and 


the columnar or pyramidal trees. [ Turn to next page

Low-growing evergreens 

Japanese yew, spreading type. 
This is without doubt first choice 
among the low growers. The vew 
gives rich deep-green color at all 
seasons, and is the best evergreen 
where shade is a problem. Yews 
are heavy feeders and grow rapidly 
if planted in good soil and well 
fed. Allow for a minimum of 5 feet 
in width and 3 feet in height. 
Severe pruning can keep size 
small for several years. 

Pfitzer juniper runs second in pop- 
ularity among low growers with its 
gray-green foliage and irregular 
spreading branches. Trees can be 
staked up when small, but growth 
is normally quite low, and trees 
will seldom be over 3 feet tall. This 
juniper is a rapid grower and will 
get out of bounds unless trimmed 
regularly. It will tolerate moderate 
shade and is one of the best in hot, 
dry locations. 

Dwarf mugho pine is a long-time 
favorite. It grows in full sun or 
half-shade, and the bright vellow- 
ish-green of its foliage makes it al- 
ways popular. A mugho pine can 
be grown in a compact mound if 
closely trimmed, and you can 
maintain it at'a height of 2 feet 
and width of 3 to 4 feet for a long 
time. 


Puramidal or colamnar 
trees 


Upnght Japanese yew is the first 
choice among the pyramidal ever- 
Its advantages are many: 
compactness, rich waxy-green col- 
or, ease of trimming, and ability to 
grow in full sun or deep shade. It 
will grow tall if untrimmed, but 
pruning can keep it the 
size for foundation planting for 
many years.

Pyramidal arborvitae have been 
popular for many years.

Upright junipers complete your 
basic foundation planting choice. 
There are several types of upright 
juniper which grow well in sunny 
spots in well-drained soil. Canaert 
juniper and Dundee juniper are 
both well known and satisfactory. 


Care of foundation 
everareens 


Selection of the right trees for 
your foundation is only the first 
part of the job. Proper planting 
and care are absolutely necessary 
if you are to get the most from vour 
plantings. An unkempt evergreen 
often does your home more harm 
than good. 

Soil preparation comes first. Dig 
down into your soil around the 
house foundation and find out 
what is beneath. If you find hard 
clay or rubble or plaster and waste, 


dig out 30 inches or more of the 
poor soil. Lay in a bank of gravel 
or cinders 6 to 8 inches deep for 
drainage and then cover it with 8 
inches or more of topsoil. 


Plant the tree in a hole at least 


18 inches wider than the ball of 


earth around the roots, set tree so 
that lower branches are well above 
ground level. Nurserymen recom- 
mend leaving burlap around the 
earth ball, but cutting the string 
and laying back the burlap. Water 
thoroughly, apply plant food, and 
then after water has settled, fill in 
with good soil. 


Water your evergreens regularly 
during the first year after planting. 
Thorough watering every two or 
three weeks is better than frequent 
sprinkling. Even established trees 
need water during drouth or if they 
are located where they don’t get 
natural rainfall. 


Feed your trees to give vigorous 
growth and good color. 
cial fertilizer applied in early 
spring and again in late summer 
will do wonders.

Prune and trim to retain proper 
shape and size. It’s better to trim 
lightly once or twice a year than to 
make up for long neglect by prun- 
ing severely. Late spring and early 
summer are the best times, but 
pruning at other times will do no 
harm.

Mulching with 
old hay or leaves is beneficial if you 
live in a severe climate, but it isn’t 
absolutely necessary if you are 
using hardy varieties 
precaution in late fall to tie up 
spreading branches where there 
is danger of snow weighing them 
down and breaking them 


Other needs of healthy trees are 
circulation of air and avoiding 
crowding. Nine out of 10 plantings 
are too crowded because they start 
with too many trees and the 
ers neglect pruning. Keep trees 4 
feet from house if possible. All 
evergreens do best in full sun, al- 
though some varieties thrive in 
partial shade and a few in full 
shade as pointed out earlier. 

A final and very important 
note: above all, don’t copy your

Some houses look better using all 
low growers, improved 
with tall growers at the corners.

Give plants a drink if ground is at all dry. Watering won't 
often be necessary, though, since spring soil usually has 
enough moisture. Use a porous cloth hose, anti-splash guard 
or other device to keep mud from spattering on your flowers 


Give support to heavier flowers, such as double tulips, whose 
weight may bend or break stems. Stif wire is good staking 
material since its presence isn't obvious. Stick wire into ground 
and bend top into a flat loop for the blossom to rest upon 


Cut out seed stalks when tulip petals drop off. Such action 
makes your bulb bed look much tidier and also prevents the 
plant from wasting strength trying to produce seeds. Don't 
dig up any bulbs until foliage has turned brown—although 
you won't have to worry about that step for a long time yet

$1,213. In 14 states it was less than 
a thousand dollars. In all but one 
of these 14 states, rejections for 
educational deficiency under selec- 
tive service during World War II 
were more than double the nation- 
al average. 


= young men were illiterate 
because they had been deprived of 
an opportunity to learn. In the 
middle of a war, facing a man- 
power shortage on the battlefield 
and in industry, the nation had to 
stop and teach young men to read 
and write. Federal aid is designed 
to equalize educational opportu- 
nity in America, end illiteracy, give 
every child a chance for a decent 
education. 

Federal aid has been attacked 
on the grounds that it’s an invasion 
of state and local rights to control 
education. 

Put briefly, the Thomas Bill, the 
same as introduced by Senator 
Taft and passed by the Senate in 
1948, provides that: 

The federal government appropriate 
$300,000,000 a year to be distributed to 
the states for public elementary- and 
secondary-school uses. The distribution 
is determined by the ratio between the 
average income of the citizens and the 
number of children attending school. 
Superviston of the schools remains in 
the hands of the states, except that the 


federal government would have to be 


assured that the money actually went for 
teachers’ salaries and other legitimate 
purposes.

More than half the state’s total 
revenues available for current ex- 
penses went for education during 
my term of office as governor of 
Georgia. 


‘te minimum needs of the 
common schools, from state re- 
sources, since Georgia provides 58 
percent of all school budgets, is 
about 70 million dollars. This 
would be approximately 70 cents 
out of every tax dollar the state 
collects, and it has not vet been 
met. 

Georgia is typical of the South. 
Nine of the 12 states supplying the 
highest percentage of school sup- 
port are in the South. The money 


just is not there to provide ade- 


quate educational opportunity. 

There are 15 other states in 
which educational opportunity can 
be best described as uncertain. In 
these, the state government con- 
tributes 16 percent or less 
state only 1 percent—of the money 
for schools. In some parts of those 
states, principally in the larger 
towns and smaller cities, the 
schools are among the best in the 
nation. But in some of the metro- 
politan areas and throughout the 
suburban and rural areas, they are 
among the worst. 


In one 


Oaaty enough, it is from these 
15 states that arises most of the in- 
sistance that the matter of equaliz- 
ing educational opportunity be 
left to state governments. Having 
rejected any responsibility for the 
operation of the schools, and hav- 
ing refused to equalize opportunity 
within their own boundaries, 
spokesmen for inadequate schools 
in those states make a vociferous 
plea for “states rights.” 

It is necessary to examine some 
of the forms of opposition to fed- 
eral aid to America’s school chil- 
dren. 

First, there are those who pre- 
sent the “states rights” issue. These 
overlook the fact that there is noth- 
ing immutable and _ sacrosanct 
about any unit of government, in
